which gliſtered like the Sun, being covered 
with a thick Robe, all her Care being to 
hide her Feet, fiznifying by this Emblem, 
that the Riches wherewith a Woman ought 
to adorn her with, ſhould not conſiſt in 
Cloaths, but in Spii it and Virtue, and- al- 
though ſhe be poor in Rayment, it ſufficeth 
il ſhe be rich in Head.

would provide and prepare : Of which he 
being advertiſed, having taken Lucius Plau- 
tus for judge in the Difference, demanded of 
her what ſne could do more magnificientiy 
than he? This Proud Princeſs, without any 
other Reply, having two Pendants in her 
Ears, ſet with two ineſtimable Pearls, which 
were doubtleſs the chief Works of Nature, 
took the one of them, and having diſſolved 
it in Vinegar, ſhe drunk and ſwallowed it 
down in the preſence of Mark Anthony, 
which Lucius ſeeing, and regreting fo 
great a Waſte, clapt Hand upon the other, 
and prevented the fwallowing down of that 
and the better to plcaſe and pacify her, 
fave Sentence of Victory on her ſide, al- 
though Mark Anthony was much troubled 
thereat. But Lucius forbore not to take 
the Pearl, and dividing it into two, he 
made thereof two Ear Pendants for the

Their Wills they may 
have with their Husbands while they live 
here; but they are never like to have amy 
Reward at God's Hands. How can they 
hope that he ſhould reward them as Wives, 
who reputeth them as none? Yea, worle 


therefore than none, becaule they ought 


to have been Wives, and did bear the Name 


oft ſuch. In a word, wouldſt thou be a 


Wite in God's Account, thou muſt then 
bea Wife, not in Name, but in Deed. 
And ſo we pals on to the ſecond Point 
From the Party commended, to the Commenda- 
tron here given ver. :

To point only at ſeme general Heads of 


this Good, that ſuch a VVife brings with her: 
For the Time will not ſufler me to inſiſt long 
on.nought, | 


Firft, For Society, Man naturally affects 


Company and Society, and ſhuns Solitude. 
Society is the very Soul ad Life of Man's 
Life. Theie is no comfortable Fruition, or 

delightful Poſſeſſion of ought without it. 

But Solitude is uncomfortable: There is 

no Marmth in it, ſays Solomon It is not good 

far Man to be alone, faith God himſell. 

For ſome other Creatures ĩt may be, but for 

him it is not, being of a Sociable Nature, 

as man of them are not: And yet even thole 
alſo, though waving others, yet admit and 
affect ſome kind of Society, asthat by Name 
we now treat of. Two therefore (lays Soco- 

mon) are better than One, in Mankind e- 

ſpecially naturally ſo made: And 4da in 

Paradiſe, though he were truly Happv, yet 

was he not fully Happy, his Happinels was 

not compleat, he was nothing ſo well yet 
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Mate. Vea, the Heathen Man thought that 
though a Man were in Heaven he would 
have a little Joy or Comfort, the leſs leaſt 
of his being there, unleſs he had ſome one 
there like himſelf to Converſe with. There 
is much want of Comfort in Solitude, much 
Comfort in Society. But no Society more 
near, more entire. more needful, wore kind 
ly, more delightſul more comfortable, more 
conſtant, more continual, than tlie Society 
of Man and VVife; the main Root, Source, 
and Original of all other Societies: which 
of all others, therefore Man is naturally WM 
moſt inclin'd to, And without which there= i 
fore even the Heathen held the Houſe and 
Family half unfurnifh'd and unfiniſh'd, and 
not fully Happy, but half Happy, though 
otherwiſe never ſo Happy, till therewith it 
became compleat. 

Secondly, For Afliſtance. It 7s net good, 
la ich God, for Man to be alone, 1 will make 
him an Help, or an Afhftant; not a Mate 
only, but an Helper, not a Companion 
only, but an Aſſiſtant too. Man being a 
Creature of the Kind, *not of thoſe that 
love only the Fleck, and Feed, and Bide, 
and live together as Dams and Sterlings do: 
But of thoſe who deſire to Combine, and 
VVork, and Labour together, to like the 
Bee and Piſmire, He ſtood in need of So- 
ciety, ſo of Aſlſtance. ca

of all his great VVealth and Store, ( which 
is wont to make Sterility the more uncom- 


fortable, the greater it is) ſo long as he 


wanted an Heir to leave it unto, when he

And it was that in all likelihood wnicn 
made the Prophet Eſſaias Meſſage fo harſh 
and heavy to King Hezekiah, when he 
brought him word he would Die; becauſe 
had he then died, he had died without 
Iſſue: For his Son Manaſſes, that ſucceeded 
him, having Fifteen Years at leaſt ſur- 
viv d that Fit of Sickneſs, was but Twelye 
Years old at the Time of his Father's
